Three west London prospective parliamentary candidates discuss what their 
constituencies need - and why they love representing their areas

Can you summarise the key policy 
you feel most strongly about... 

When I first put my name down as a candidate, 
a big part of that was to try to raise the issue of 
the environment further up the agenda. I felt, 
and still feel, that creating balance in our 
relationship with the natural world is the defining 
challenge of our age, and yet it barely registers 
politically. But having been an MP for a few 
years, it's equally clear that the way we do 
politics, and the structure of our democracy, is 
profoundly flawed and unless we get the 
decision-making process right, we will always 
be lumbered with bad decisions. So 
my focus recently has been on 
political and democratic reform — 
trying to find ways to empower 
people to hold their MPs properly to 
account, and for MPs to hold 
government properly to account. 

What would you enjoy 
most about representing 
this area for your party? 

I've lived in Richmond virtually my 
whole life. It's my home in every sense, and 
being elected to represent it is an almighty 
privilege. Everything I do in Parliament is steered 
and shaped by that, and when I vote on issues 
I am always aware that my first job is to 
represent my constituents in Parliament, even 
when that pitches me against my party. 

What do you love most about 
the area and what’s your 
favourite haunt? 

We are on the edge of central London, with 
access to all parts, and yet our area is still made 
up of a network of strong, vibrant villages, each 
surrounded by beautiful parks, commons and 
green spaces. In Kew Gardens we have a 
global treasure that needs our support and 
protection, but in Richmond Park we have 
perhaps the best-managed and most 
natural park in the country 

What is your happiest memory 
growing up locally? 

I was a terrible pupil, running away from my 
nursery school and continuing to be a pain in 
the backside at all subsequent schools I went 
to. My happiest times were during the holidays, 
and what sticks out for me is a campaign I ran 


with my little brother to build an 
aviary in my mother's garden 
for previously caged pet birds, 
donated by neighbours. It was 
an eccentric enterprise, 
with doves and love 
birds that had never once been able 
to stretch their wings, but it worked! 


our green spaces, protect our distinct high 
streets and any, and all, changes need to be 
judged on the basis of whether or not they 
strengthen or weaken our community. 


If you could instantly change 
one thing about the area, 
what would it be? 

I would stop night flights at

The 
threat has been hovering 
for years, and causes 
immense anxiety for 
countless people in the 
area — and beyond. 


What is the latest news on your 
Heathrow campaign plans? 

We won't hear back from the Airports 
Commission until after the election, 
which is wrong; we should know where 
the parties stand before we ask people 
to vote. Until a few months ago, I felt 
the Commission would advocate 

Heathrow expansion, but I'm 
less sure now. For me, it's a 
no-brainer. Competition is a 
good thing for choice and 
customers, and the only 
beneficiary of a monopoly is

How do you see the area in five 
years’ time? 

We face huge pressures to provide more 
homes and more school places in particular, 
and that will need to be handled with balance 
and care. Residents need to be in the driving 
seat, and whatever changes are made need 
to happen with the consent of local people. 
Whatever the outcome, we need to protect 


this case BAA. Additionally, 
the costs of expansion are 
immense. Noisewise, it 
already affects more people 
than any other airport in Europe; we would 
have no chance of meeting air quality targets 
with an expanded Heathrow, and just imagine 
what 25 million extra road journeys per year in 
west London would do to congestion. We may 
have an almighty fight after the election, and 
I'll do all that's necessary, but I'm convinced 
we will win.

Can you summarise the key policy 
you feel most strongly about... 

So many policies have taken the country in the 
wrong direction over the last five years but I feel 
most passionately about education. A good, 
free state education gave me the opportunity 
to go to university, become a lawyer 
and build a family life in 
Twickenham.

I'm afraid 
this is definitely more than one click 
away but we need to start 
thinking through policies 
that will encourage vitality 
in Twickenham. 


How do you see 
the area in five 
years’ time? 

Twickenham is blessed with 
some wonderful natural 
amenities, and as a place, 
it bursts with potential. But 
that was the same story when I moved to St 
Margarets 15 years ago: unfulfilled potential. At 
the local government level, I've seen 
Twickenham lurch between unsatisfactory 
administrations, with significant opportunities for 
community development either missed or 
unfinished. Just look at the dithering that has 
dogged the development of the riverside in the 
middle of Twickenham — it should have 
become the jewel in the crown years ago. In 
five years' time I hope to have helped, as the 
new MP, to get new energy and ideas back 
into Twickenham.

What would you do to protect local 
NHS services in Twickenham? 

The first priority is to ensure that we have the 
money to invest in the NHS nationally. The King's 
Fund says the NHS is now back in the 
position of rapidly falling standards that 
we saw before the last Labour 
government in 1992. The Labour party 
will act by clamping down on tax 
avoidance and raising a mansion tax 
to create a £2.5 billion fund to pay for 
the extra doctors, nurses and care 
workers the NHS so badly needs. An 
equal priority is to build a 
joined-up health and social 
care service. Last winter we 
saw how hospitals seized up 
with patients, especially the 
elderly, who could easily 
have been treated at 
home had such a service 
been available.

KAY’S 

WAY 

Richmond resident, garden expert 
and author Kay Maguire takes us 
deep into the heart of the park

D espite Richmond’s theatres, 

18th century pubs, museums 
and river views, the sweeping 
green expanse that makes up 
regal Richmond Park takes centre stage 
in our beautiful area. The park is integral 
to the borough’s identity and with its 
vast banks and woodland covering over 
2,000 acres, it’s also the grassy spot 
gardener Kay Maguire and her family 
are lucky enough to call home. Kay’s 
partner is a park manager and for the 
past 13 years, they’ve woken up on the 
inside of the gates. 

Having nature literally on her doorstep 
very much suits the green-fingered Kay. 

‘I have a gardening background and I 
was trained at Kew Gardens, just down 
the road,’ she tells us. After a childhood 
digging up her dad’s allotment, Kay 
decided to turn her passion into a career, 
saving up to attend Pershore College of 
Horticulture in her early 20s. 

Kay spent a year at the Botanic 
Gardens in Bristol, before undertaking a 
three-year Kew Diploma at the Royal 
Botanic Gardens. Today, not many of her 


fellow gardening fanatics can claim they 
live in a National Nature Reserve, but rest 
assured, she doesn’t take it for granted. 

T grew up from not far from here and 
so I already knew Richmond, before we 
settled here,’ she says. ‘It’s amazing; 
we’ve got the park, the terrace gardens, 
the green, as well as the great transport 
links into London, it is really lovely.’ 

It’s also the perfect place to bring up 
her six-year-old twins. 

‘They go to school 
down in Ham; we 
walk through the park 
every morning and 
there’s a couple of 
little alleyways which 
we scoot through. It 
only takes us maybe 
15 minutes to walk to school through the 
park.’ The family don’t have any direct 
neighbours — except for the local 
wildlife, and over 600 red and fallow 
deer who they share the space with — 
but walking to collect the newspaper is 
only a short trip into town. The balance 
between community and seclusion suits 


Kay, who enjoys a spot of people 
watching. ‘The park is closed to traffic at 
night from dusk to dawn, so as soon as it 
starts getting dark the pedestrian gates 
are open so runners, cyclists can come in 
but apart from that, no cars. It’s a lovely 
place and I do appreciate that when the 
cars aren’t here, it’s nice to go for a stroll 
and not have to worry about the dog being 
on the lead and the kids can just run.’ 

The family don’t 
want for outside space 
— ‘we’ve got a dog so 
it’s always a good 
excuse to go for a 
walk. There’s a little 
cafe 15 minutes up so 
quite often we’ll go up 
for a hot chocolate’ — 
but Kay also has her own gardening 
domain if she tires of the great outdoors. 
After years of expert horticultural training, 
it’s understandably well maintained. 

‘We’ve got a polytunnel and a 
greenhouse and a big veg patch,’ she 
says. ‘We grow veg rather than flowers 
and most of the garden is turned over to 


It's a lovely place and 
I do appreciate that 
when cars aren’t here, 
it’s nice to go for a stroll 
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veg. That’s another thing 
to do earlier in the year: 
get out, do a bit of digging, 
and get everything ready 
for planting.’ 

Kay knows the merits 
of growing seasonally and 
tries to eat from her 
labours as often as 
possible. She’s the author of RHS Grow 
Your Own Crops in Pots and her 
gardening background, combined with 
her journalistic background, both 
inspired her to create her own beautiful 
illustrated children’s book. 

Nature s Day centres on discovering 
the world of natural wonder right on 
your doorstep. ‘When I worked at 
Gardeners World magazine,’ she says, ‘I 
was in charge of their wildlife pages and 
used to commission all of those features. 
Wildlife is just something that I’m really 
interested in and care very much about. 

It was a really lovely book to write.’ 

The larger-than-life book is delicately 
illustrated by artist Danielle Kroll and 
Kay calls the writing process a pleasure. 


Although she has journalistic experience, 
‘writing a children’s book was a new 
thing for me,’ she smiles. ‘It looks 
beautiful — though I take no credit for 
that — I’m really proud of it.’

— the farm, the back garden, the woods

yearly natural cycles. ‘It’s the kind of 
thing you can dip in and out of and read 
with the seasons,’ explains Kay, who 
hoped to make the book an interactive 
experience for parents and children. 

Kay might be in a unique position 
living in the largest of London’s Royal 
Parks, but most of us are still only a 
short commute from greenery. The frost 
has thawed and spring is officially here, 


and Kay reminds us that there’s no 
excuse to not get involved in nature, 
whatever the season. ‘I’ve been walking 
— when it’s raining it’s not such a nice 
thing to do,’ she admits, ‘but just going 
out in the Park is different every day, 
whatever the weather. This morning the 
sun was out but it was really cold, so it’s 
just about taking 
the plunge, 
getting your hat 
on and getting 
outside...’

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K ate Haynes has the best¬ 
looking example of an 
‘unfinished home’ I’ve seen. 
She has spent almost three 
years transforming The Hermitage, the 
five-bedroom detached home off 
Goldhawk Road she shares with her 
husband Edward, their two children and 
live-in nanny, from a derelict 1,700 sq ft 
shell into a fabulous 4,200 sq ft space. 
The extra square footage came in the 
shape of a loft conversion, small 
basement dig and two side extensions; 
the renovation is truly special. 

Together with Edward, Kate runs 
interior design and build company EHG 
Design & Build, which has been behind 
the construction of The Hermitage. The 
pair has invested an astonishing amount 
of work in the building, which dates 


back to 1880. Stepping through the 
elegant hallway into a high-ceiling 
kitchen/dining room shaped by attic 
windows, its huge scale instantly 
captivates you. Architects were not 
consulted but rather Kate negotiated with 
her team of electricians, carpenters and 
builders throughout the construction. 
Major decisions have even been reversed 
over time, including the original decision 
to place the kitchen in the basement. 

The visual elements of interior design 
have complemented the structural 
changes. ‘It’s all about composition,’ 
Kate explains to me. ‘I don’t have 
qualifications but one thing I can safely 
say I’m quite good at is colour. I can 
make instant decisions whereas some 
people can take years.’ The kitchen’s 
muted tones of grey and white are offset 
by the blue of the island breakfast bar 
and kitchen cabinets. It’s about 
understated elegance and exposed

features: ‘New England-style’, says Kate. 

I’m led down the stairwell to the 
surprisingly bright lower-basement level, 
which houses a relaxed communal area 
and private living area for the nanny. 

Assertive and confident, Kate — a 
photographer and fine arts graduate — is 
a risk-taker. Much of the creativity on 
show is hers, like the stunning sunken 
bathtub in the en suite bathroom, and the 
concealed ceiling ‘disco’ lights in the 
hallway. The kitchen’s carrera marble 
island has a raised, curved solid oak top 
as a breakfast bar; it’s subtle but clever. 

Despite warnings from her carpenter, 
Kate opted for a sunken floor along the 
centre of the stairwell. The carpenter was 
won over with the end result and, having 
walked up and down the stairs myself, I 
can see why. Her ‘sunken stairwell’ 
makes a statement, instantly defining 
zones within the house. 

All the finishing touches are practical 
and luxurious, from striking light fixtures 
to the addition of quality stained glass 
windows to match the original ones. 

Kate incorporated storage space in the 
planning stages. Too often, she tells me, 
it’s an afterthought when it should be at 
the forefront of people’s minds. Inside 
The Hermitage, Kate uses storage space 
effectively but without compromising on 


design. The utility room is neatly 
installed next to the kitchen entrance, 
while on the top level in the two 
children’s rooms, a central built-in 
furniture structure is segregated into 
sleeping areas and tidy cupboards. 

The garden is a gorgeous sanctuary - 
‘my little Ibiza’ as Kate refers to it. Clad 
in innovative anti-slip, maintenance-free 
grey composite decking (an eco-friendly 
alternative to traditional timber) and 
matching rattan furniture, an apple 
blossom tree makes a beguiling 
centrepiece. ‘The boys love to play on 
it,’ says Kate. ‘We never used the garden 
in the last house whereas here we have 
the sun all day, every day.’ She’s so 
impressed by the composite decking that 
she is going to apply the same material 
in grey for the table. 

Of course, this personal project is 
unlike many of the strict deadlines that 
Kate and her team normally adhere to 
but it’s a justified labour of love and, as 
she explains, ‘everything is exactly what 
I wanted it to be.’ There’s still a few 
tweaks Kate would like to make (work 
on the stairway is incomplete), but as 
you can see here it looks polished to us.

I was once with a friend, in one of the less 

visited parts of Spain, and we were, as usual, in 
search of a good lunch. Happening across a 
civilised looking establishment, we sat down, 
ordered a couple of beers and began to peruse the 
menu. The choice was unashamedly meaty, a not 
uncommon occurrence in these parts, but my pal 
had no taste for flesh. 

So we tried in vain to communicate this request 
to our waiter. He looked perplexed with our 
attempted explanation, so we turned to the table 
next door. We knew they spoke English, as they had 
enquired as to whether we were from London. So I 
asked the pater familias, a broad and jocular 
individual, what the Spanish for ‘vegetarian’ might 
be. The smile faded from his lips, and a dark cloud 
passed across his visage. ‘Loco,’ he spat. 

A few years back, and I would have been in full 
agreement. I was a sallow youth back then, and 
prone to idiotic generalisations about subjects I 
knew little about. Of course, I’m older now, and less 
given to fits of idiotic pique. Because, nowadays, I 
could quite happily spend half the week as a veggie. 
Spaghetti with home-made tomato sauce, falafel, 
potato and cauliflower curries, cheese on toast, great 
bowls of leaves and tomatoes drenched in a garlic 
heavy dressing, fierce Thai relishes, sparky stir fries, 
oozing cheese omelettes, noodles in the most 
elegant of broths... I could go on and on. 

Lood writer Simon Hopkinson told me about the 
Diwana Bhel-Poori House (diwanabhelpoori.com) 



near Euston, where they cook the most wonderful 
masala dosas, as well as crisp, beautifully spiced 
panni pooris. Good samosas too. South India is the 
home of perhaps the world’s greatest vegetarian 
cusine. Rasa (rasarestaurants.com) is another 
cracker, specialising in Keralan food. 

I also rate Ethos (ethosfoods.com), a new place 
behind Oxford Street, where flavour, rather than 
finger wagging, comes first. Their veggie Scotch 
egg is excellent, as are the huge variety of salads. 
Soho’s Mildred’s (mildreds.co.uk) is perennially 
popular, and the menu ranges all over the globe. 

While both branches of The Gate 
(thegaterestaurants.com), in Hammersmith and 
Islington, celebrate plain good cooking from across 
the globe. So there we go. From idiotic vegetarian 
despiser to a man who embraces no meat with 
greedy delight.

THE NUMBERS GAME 

Is the Chinese approach to mathematics a way of improving 
standards in the UK? One expert is not so sure

A re you the parent of one of 

those children - often boys, it 
has to be said - who laps up 
numbers and maths problems 
and devours numeracy? Or do you have 
a child, of whom there are many, who 
has become a little overwhelmed by it 
and is struggling a little? 

In recent times, there has been 
increasing interest and concern over the 
teaching of maths in England. The 
Department of Education have looked 
east to Shanghai and the Shanghai 
Municipal Education Commission who 
are considered to be the highest- 
performing region in maths in the world. 

At the end of February, a cohort of 
outstanding Shanghai primary school 
teachers arrived in England to work 
alongside their English counterparts in 
various schools across the country. This 
followed a very successful visit by 29 
Shanghai maths teachers last November. 
The Shanghai approach uses strategies 
such as aiming the teaching to the top 
level of the group through whole-class 
learning and following up with 
intervention, later that day, for those 
children that require more help to 
understand a mathematical concept. 


Traditional calculation methods and lots 
of practice in class and for homework 
are also used to embed understanding. 
Good quality textbooks are also used. 

So, is this the 
answer to raising 
maths standards in our 
classrooms? As is 
usual with all things 
educational, there are 
mixed views amongst 
professionals. The 
schools that have 
worked with the 
visiting teachers 
appear to have found 
the input immensely 
helpful and have 
adopted much of the 
approach, reportedly 
seeing an early marked 
improvement in the 
results. However, there are also concerns 
that state intervention in the quality of 
textbooks is worrying. Whether 
publishers will be required to gain 
formal government approval for maths 
textbooks remains to be seen. 

As an education professional and a 
parent, I would always hope that high 


standards of teaching are developed and 
maintained and, working alongside those 
who are the best in their field, can only 
be a good thing in highlighting new 

strategies and injecting 
enthusiasm. However, 
one questions whether 
a ‘one size fits all’ 
approach will 
automatically raise 
standards. It is also 
questionable whether 
there is really anything 
very new going on! 

Good teachers and 
common sense would 
dictate that plenty of 
practice of a new 
maths topic over a 
number of days will 
help a child assimilate 
it. Let’s hope that the 
government initiatives and perceptive 
teachers not only bring forth successful 
results on paper, but also enthused 
children - whether that be by formal or 
traditional approaches.

W ith property prices in 

Clapham having risen by 
20% in the last year, 
according to Rightmove, 
it’s clear the area is 
somethig of a London 
hotspot. Two new 
developments are tapping 
into the area’s popularity. 

On Kings Avenue, a 
boutique scheme built by 
Empyrean Property 
Developments offers a 
collection of nine homes, 
in a range of two and 
three bedroom apartments and houses,

Looking for a waterside home? The latest phase at 
Fulham Riverside has just been launched; Riverwalk and 
Tower East offer a selection of one, two and three- 
bedroom apartments and duplexes, all with private 
outdoor space with river views, and some with dual 
aspect views over the gardens.

RETAIL THERAPY 

Changes in the way Londoners shop and 
a rise in new boutique mixed-use 
developments is transforming the supply, 
desirability and asset value of London 
homes located above shops, finds new 
research.

There 
was also a stigma attached 
to living above a shop, 
often due to worries about 
noise, cooking smells and 
their connections to 
shopkeepers rather than 
affluent Londoners. Now however, a new 
generation of boutique developments are 
being built across the West End which 
offer homes located above luxury brands. 
It is a lifestyle offering and something 
desirable and chic, hence the 
transformation in values.’

Property is all about location and Richmond is one of the best 


W ith the general election 
just round the corner it is 
difficult to say with any 
certainty what the future 
of the property market will be. At present 
the market is fairly fluid albeit demand 
can be a little sporadic as we lead up to 
May 7. However, regardless of the 
outcome, we do know some facts that 
have been borne out over history. 

Richmond has always been a stable 
area. Even during the tough economic 
times in the early 1990s and the more 
recent issues in 2007/8, property prices 
have remained stable. I believe it is this 
history that will allow our area to remain 
stable and prosperous. In times of 
economic hardship we have been buoyed 
by an understanding that property — and 
specifically in Richmond — is a ‘good 
bet’ for investment. Although entry by 
first-time buyers is limited, the bottom 
of the market is propped up by rental 
investors who get a much better return 
than cash in the bank whilst knowing 
their investment is safe in bricks and 
mortar. Last year saw property prices in 
the Richmond Borough grow 13.3%.
